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20th Annual International Sale a Success 


The twentieth annual Interna- 
tional Live Stock Exposition sale 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle was a 
pronounced success from every 
viewpoint. The sale was held un- 
der the auspices of the American 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Associa- 
tion in the International Ampithe- 
atre at the Union Stock Yards, Chi- 
cago, Illinois, on the afternoon of 
Wednesday, November 30, 1921, with Cols. Cooper and Brock in 
charge, assisted in the ring by Secretary Chas. Gray, M. A. Judy, 
E. T. Davis, Drs. C. D. Lowe and K. J. Seulke. 

As the hour approached for the opening of the sale the crowd 
began to assemble and at the time of starting the seats were pack- 
ed and both end entrances were packed with those standing, the au- 
dience being if anything larger than that of last year. The men 
on the benches had evidently come for the purpose of buying at 
the low dollar, nevertheless the quality of the offering was such as 
to make a snappy sale and the general average of $351.83 was high- 
ly gratifying to all concerned and bears out the prediction of the 
Aberdeen-Angus Journal of last issue wherein it was stated that 
conditions were beginning to warrant a more optomistic view from 
the breeders standpoint. 

The offering consisted of a superb collection of individuals 
carefully selected for the occasion and they were presented in splen- 
did form. The cattle represented leading herds from the states of 
Colorado, Oklahoma, Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, North Dakota, Wash- 
ington, Illinois and Iowa. New homes were found in eleven differ- 
ent states and three provinces of Canada, i. e., Alberta, Manatoba

It was indeed gratifying to the Aberdeen-Angus Journal to 
note the increased interest shown by the onlookers, for this year 
one could hardly edge his way through the line to get a peep at the 
showings from the outside and the seats on the side next where 
the Doddies were being placed were packed continually while the 
showing was going on. This increased interest bespeaks a bright 
future for the Doddies because the men who admire them will 
sooner or later lay a foundation of these black beauties.

This re- 
port disclosed the fact that in no state did the Aberdeen-Angus 
lead in numbers over the Shorthorn and Hereford breeds, but that 
there were eight states in the Union in which our breed stood 
second in numbers to one or

Before I go further it may be 
well to explain why my.report deals 
so exclusively with the Southern 
territory. When the rank and file 
of the breeders probably under- 
stand that under the revised sys- 
tem of conducting the field work 
and in reducing the number of men 
in the field all territorial lines were obliterated. I understand that 
such were the ideas of the majority of the Board of Directors and 
with such in mind they arranged a conference of field workers and 
the officers of the Association on February 7, 1921. 

In this conference which was attended by the fieldmen, the 
secretary, the president and the treasurer, a disagreement arose 
which could not: be settled among those present and an appeal by 
letter was taken by the fieldmen to the full membership of the 
Board of Directors. No satisfying answer has ever been given on 
that appeal, but through co-operative arrangement with Dr. Seulke, 
I have striven to devote myself to the breed’s best interest in all 
sections of the country and have limited my work only by the calls 
made upon me for service disregarding place of origin. I can cite 
numerous instances of rendering help to parties located in several 
states outside the immediate South and one thing is certain, I have 
had no difficulty in finding ge to do to occupy my full time. 

With this introduction I shall now take up my year’s work un- 
der specific headings: 

Coilege Herds Established and Enlarged.—Nothing is funda- 
mentally more important to the future of the breed than to have 
typical specimens of it constantly before the thousands of students 
who annually flock to our ag- 
ricultural Colleges. During

The report of the Secretary for the fiscal year 1920 showing 
the distribution of memberships to the Association accepted during 
that year discloses that the Southern states furnished 13 more new 
members than all the balance of the nation outside of Iowa, IIli- 
nois, Indiana, South Dakota and Minnesota. ; ; 

Another record of which the South is proud, is that of owning 
40 per cent of the accredited tuberculosis free cattle of the breed, 
as shown by the latest official reports of the U. S. Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry. ; 

The foregoing information indicates that which has been ac- 
complished in which every breeder has had a share. [I shall now 
call your attention to a more spectacular but no more important 
indication of breed progress in my territory, namely, the record of 
our cattle in the 1920 International Live Stock Exposition. We were 
represented at that show by only three exhibitors as against 36 
herds from all other sources. Even against these great odds in 
numbers our three herds won both breeding and grand champion- 
ships and in addition two firsts in the bull classes, three firsts in 
the female classes and two in the groups. Besides they won four 
seconds, seven thirds, six fourths, three fifths, two sixths, three sev-

ga, Knoxville and Shreveport, the grand 
champion steer award was won by our breed. 
At Richmond, we won the carlot of 15 head 
and at Atlanta the 20 head carload. At 
Jacksonville, the champion was an Angus 
and in the great Alabama steer show at 
Birmingham, four head of our breed made a 
better rating than did 33 head of Short- 
horns, one of them being the reserve cham- 
pion. At Atlanta, the grand and reserve 
Champion single steer and steer herd classes 
were won by an Angus, also the carcass 
class. Only a few sweepstake awards escap- 
ed the Doddie in this territory throughout 
a season and competition was usually very 
een. 

Viewing Herds—States Visited.—During 
the year pure bred herds located in the fol- 
lowing states were visited: Mississippi, 
Tennessee, Virginia, Georgia, Florida, IIli- 
nois, South Carolina, North Carolina, Ken- 
tucky, lowa and Indiana. The following oth- 
er states were visited: Louisiana, Alabama, 
Texas, Ohio and Arkansas. 

Meetings ..Attended.—Twenty-eight live 
stock and farmers meetings were attended 
in several of which an opportunity was given 
me to talk the merits of our breed. Advan- 
tage was at all times taken of the oppor- 
tunity to place breed literature in good 
hands at these gatherings. 

Breed Organizations.—Breed associations 
were organized in Knox and Sevier counties, 
Tenn., and a temporary organization formed 
covering the entire Southeast. Breed meet- 
ings were attended in the following states: 
Virginia (2), South Carolina, Tennessee (5); 
Illinois, Florida and Mississippi. 

Cattle Introduced To South.—121 head of 
select cattle were secured from other states 
by purchase and added to Southern herds. 
The average cost of these per head was ap- 
proximately $475.00. Among these purchas- 
es was 14 head from the Carpenter & Ross 
importation, the entire herd of the late Dr. 
H. M. Brown and a large part of the Har- 
rison & Harrison herd. Another noteworthy 
effort at herd improvement was the impor- 
tation from Scotland by a North Carolina 
breeder, of a great young bull, a Perth win- 
ner, and a bull of unexcelled breeding and 
great promise as a sire. 

Cattle Changing Hands Within Section 
and New Herds Established.—A North Car- 
olina breeder purchased the entire herd of 
the late Dr. J. L. Burgess of Texas, consist- 
ing of approximately 100 head. A Missis- 
sippi breeder sold to a wealthy Georgian 
with a 40,000 acre island property a select 
foundation of 30 head, while another sub- 
stantial island owner off the S. C. coast add- 
ed seven head to his herd. John S. McClure 
of Tennessee has established during the 
year by drawing on several breeders herds 
one of the most select foundation herds of 
30 head ever gotten together in the terri- 
tory, representing an investment of approx- 
imately $30,000.00. 

A survey covering all sales of the year 
shows that more than 50 per cent of all cat- 
tle sold publicly went to new men. 

Public S2les.—During the year 23 public 
sales were held in the following states: Ten- 
nessee, Kentucky. Virginia, Mississippi, 
Senth Carolina, Oklahoma and Louisiana, 
with general satisfactory results. The high- 
est average attained was $462.50. However, 
one other averave exceeded the $400 mark 
and two others the $350 class. Quite a num- 

ber of these sales were planned with the idea 
to attract only local attendance and thus 
build un breed centers by communities. Al]

“n) McHenry, was born in Almond, New 
(Ailen) Me y; 

York, on the 6th day of March, 1841. He 
was of Scotch-lrish descent. fis grandfa- 
ther, John McHenry, was born in Coleraine, 
county, Antrim, lreland, and came to Ameri- 
ca in 1730, on the same ship with the father 
of DeWitt Clinton. He served as major of the 
First New York battalion in the French 
war of 1756-57. His son, Henry McHenry, 
was born at Wallkill Valley, Orange county, 
New York, July 1752, and served as captain 
in the Second United States (or Contircntal 
army) infantry during the war of the Revo- 
lution. His son, James McHenry, was born 
at Fishing’ Creek, Northumberland county, 
Pennsylvania, in 1788, and 1797 the family 
moved ot McHenry Valiey, Alleghany coun- 
ty, New York. In the war of 1812 he served 
as first lieutenant in Capt. Van Campen’s 
company of rifles, and died June, 1841. W. 
A. McHenry was his youngest son and lived 
in the old homestead until he was 14 years 
of age, When he went to Milton, Wisconsin, 
with his brother, Vincent McHenry. He had 
limited educational advantages beyond those 
offered in the public schools, although for 
a short time he was a student at Milton Col- 
lege of Wisconsin. In 1860, when about 20 
years of age, he removed to Ogle county, 
lltinois, where he worked on a farm near 
Davis Junction, but at the outbreak of the 
Civil War, filled with patriotic fire, he put 
aside all business and personal considera- 
tions and volunteered, September 5, 1861, as 
private in Company L, Eighth Illinois Cav- 
alry. The regiment was immediately sent 
to Washington, D. C., and attached to the 
Amy of the Potomac, participating in all 
the important battles in which that army 
was engaged until January, 1864, when the 
regiment was veteranized and transferred to 
the department at Washington. It was then 
made their duty to look after Mosby’s band 
of guerrillas, and the regiment gained for 
itself great distinction in hand to hand en- 
counters with the enemy. He served for 
four years, doing duty as a sergeant, and 
while at the front had two horses shot from 
under him, thus narrowly escaping with his 
life. On the return trip on the steamer 
Olive, the vessel was sunk and the regiment 
lost all of its equipment. During the winter 
of 1864 an order from Washington allowing 
short furlough to a few men in each com- 
pany to go home to visit families in distress 
and need. Orderly McHenry, who did much 
of the work for a one-armed lieutenant, sug- 


trip to Milton, Wisconsin, riding in a box 
car with a box of freight for seats—a day’s 
trip of 60 miles. In a few days he returned 
to his company, while his bride went to Den- 
ison, lowa, taking a position as deputy coun- 
ty treasurer for Morris McHenry, a brother 
of the subject of this sketch. Mr. McHenry 
was mustered out of service as first ser- 
geant, July 23, 1865. He had been previous- 
ly recommended by Captain Bradley to fill 
a vacancy of lieutenant in the company, but 
owing to the close of the war did not receive 
the commission. 

When hostilities had ceased and he re- 
ceived his honorable discharge from the ar- 
my, Mr. McHenry once more went to Rock- 
ford, lll., where his wife met him and to- 
gether they made preparations for the es- 
tablishment of a home at Denison. During 
the next few weeks a team of horses, a 
prairie schooner, a stove and what furni- 
ture could be packed into the wagon, were 
purchased, and the pioneers left overland 
for Crawford county. Upon their arrival 
here they purchased the home of Joseph 
Brogden, which still stands, just north of 
the city hall and west of the Gronau home. 
This was one of the substantial homes of 
the town at that time and was built of na- 
tive black walnut timber. Here five children 
were born: Sears, Olive, Jennie, Abbie and 
George. In 1897 he built the pretentious 
home at the corner of Tremont and Locust 
streets, which was his home at the time of 
his death. Mrs. McHenry preceded him in 
death on July 26, 1912. She was a loving 
ccmpanion, and he always recognized that 
whatever success he attained was largely 
due to her help and counsel. ~ 

Upon his arrival in Denison he entered 
into partnership with his brother Morris in 
the real estate business. His accumulation 
of $12.00 a month during the four years he 
served in the army had been saved and sent 
to his brother, and judiciously invested,, and 
with $300.00 which he borrowed of his. fa- 
ther-in-law he launched into his business ca- 
reer which proved most successful. The two 
brothers with their well directed interests 
and business activities won a substantial 
measure of success and at length they es- 
tablisheh the Denison Savings Bank, later 
known as the McHenry Brothers’ Bank. At 
this time the Northwestern road had been 
built only as far west as Nevada, Iowa, and 
the Western Union Telegraph lines were 
built to Council Bluffs along the contempla- 
ted right-of-way. The two brothers were the 
telegraph operators at Denison and one of 
the duties of our subject was to inspect and 
keep in repair the lines as far east as Coon 
River. He made numerous trips on horse 
back in the pursuit of his duties enduring 
many hardships. The following year the 
railroad reached Denison, at which time the 
regular station agent succeeded them as tel- 
egraph operators. At this time farms were 
few and far between and it was his pleasure 
to be among the first to start the develop- 
ment of Crawford county along agricultural 
lines. He owned and operated the first 
threshing machine and the territory in which 
he worked was from the old Caleb Squibbs

His regular 
threshing crew was James Tyler, Anthony 
McAndrews and Marcus D. Wright. 


The partnership of the McHenry brothers: 


continued until 1877, when Morris McHenry, 
who desired to engage exclusively in farm- 
ing, sold his interest in. the bank and real 
estate business to W. A. McHenry, who con- 
ducted it under his name until 1892, .when he 
incorporated it into the First National bank 
with a capital stock of $100,000. He was 
its only president and principal stockholder. 
Under his personal supervision he made it 
one of the safe and reliable financial insti- 
tutions of this part of the state. Later he 
acquired the Bank of Dow City and the Tra- 
ders bank at Vail. He became so prominent 
in the state banking circles that he became 
one of the charter members of the Iowa 
Bankers’ Association and was the 6th presi- 
dent of the association, and its oldest uiving 
president at the time of his death. It was 
when he took over the bank in 1877 that the 
first boom in Iowa land began and business 
prospered greatly. He continued the agency 
for the Iowa Railroad Land Company, and 
the Providence Western Land Company, and 
certain eastern mortagage companies. By 
this time the possibilities in Crawford coun- 
ty were becoming known elsewhere. and a 
big influx of settlers from eastern communi- 
ties began. Because of his faith in Craw- 
ford county and because he was on the 
ground at this propitious time he was able 
to profit, both by commissions on the sale of 
land and by his judicious purchases, and it 
was thus that the foundation of his success- 
ful business career was laid. 


While Mr. McHenry was well known in 
Iowa through his financial interests, he had 
a wide acquaintance throughout the United 
States as a stockman. From the beginning 
he was a consistent feeder of cattle and 
hogs. He raised many of his own steers on 
his two section farm in Hanover township. 
Prior to 1885 his favorite cattle were Short- 
horns, but in that year he became interested 
in the Aberdeen-Angus cattle and changed 
from Shorthorn sires to Angus. The results 
shown in the next two years were so satis- 
factory that he decided to enter the business 
of breeding pure bred Angus and in 1887 
established his foundation herd, known 
throughout the United States in later years 
as the Premier herd. He is recognized by 
the members of the Aberdeen-Angus Asso- 
ciation as the most constructive breeder of 
his day and his herd of cattle received more 
premiums than any other individual herd of 
any breed of cattle. For more than thirty 
consecutive years he made exhibits of his 
cattle and took the sweepstakes over all 
breeds at the World’s Fair at Chicago, at 
the St. Louis Exposition, also at the Omaha 
Exposition and was an annual exhibitor at 
the International Live Stock Exposition in 
Chicago and at the Royal Stock Show at 
Kansas City. He shipped stock all over the 
United States and there was no one better 
qualified to speak with authority concerning 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle than Mr. McHenry. 
In 1917 his physical condition was such that 
he felt he could no longer give the herd the 
personal attention that it required, and rath- 
er than disperse the herd at public auction 
he sought someone capable of pees on 
the work along lines he had sa successfully 
developed. This fell to the lot of Escher and 
Ryan of Botna, Iowa, who purchased the en- 
tire herd of some two hundred animals, 
twenty head of which they sold within two 
years at an average price of $2,500 per head, 
and also one bull for $36,000.00 at public 
auction.

PART XIII 
(Continued) 


An Intimate Recital of the Story of Portlethen. 

Frequent enough mention has been made of the 
families of Walkers—of Wester Fintray, Montbletton 
and Portlethen. It is now particularly with the last. 
named that we have to deal, for with that herd the 
real story of the breed begins. The first volume of 
the Herd Book gives us a background of pioneer 
breeders, The Williamsons, of St. John’s Wells (in 
Matilda, dam of Old Matchless 768), the Walkers of 
Wester Fintray, (Mary of Wester Fintray 21, dam of 
the great Portlethen Nightingale 262), all of which 
is intensely interesting. But besides these we have 
the names of John Davidson, Cairnbrogie, Anderson 
of Pitearry, and Mr. Williamson of Portlethen, Mains, 
and Mr. Wm. Walker of Portlethen, the significance 
of whose existence and presence therein, has been 
overlooked, and consequently failed of appreciation. It 
seems to us necessary to deal with these individuals. 
They all come into relation with each other and with 
Tillyfour, as well as in dealing with the Portlethen 
families embraced in the list of cows whose milking 
records we have been happily able to reproduce. 

The remarkable directness of the historical facts 
furnished by the first volume of the Herd Book is 
particularly emphatic. The facts referred to are de- 
ducible from the ’Chronological Index,’ presented in 
the revised edition, of Vol. I., published in 1884, pp. 
176-185. The years covering the period from 1818 
to 1844 will be here sufficient for the purpose of 
this historical chapter which is of a most solid foun- 
dational character. For that period is one that de- 
velops certain basic facts that should be the cardinal 
points in the history primer of every breeder. 

In that chronological list we find the primus ani- 
mal to be one calved in 1818, whose number is 145 
of the Herd Book. His name is Colonel, and he will 
be found described on p. 18, of Vol. I, revised edition, 
as “‘bred by Mr. Williamson, at Mains of Portlethen,”’ 
just as he was in the original volume. To the know- 
ledge, scant as it is, thus furnished, we have that of 
Mr. H. H. Dixon, ‘‘The Druid,’’ who visited the herd 
in 1856 and of Mr. George J. Walker, son of Mr. 
Robert Walker himself, who among the notes he fur- 
nished the compilers of the History (1882, 1919), 
stated that he was ‘‘a prize animal in his day’ 
which is a fact of transcending interest. To any 
one, indeed, who cares to interpret the facts presented 
by this chronological list, the interest is supreme. 
This primus animal, Colonel 145, calved in 1818 and 
bred at Portlethen Mains by the late Mr. Williamson, 
is also described as “by an Aberdeenshire bull.’’ Here 


we would pause for a moment, to recall Dr. Ram- 
say’s idea as to what sort of a bull that might be. 


The fact then would appear to be already, by these 
pioneer breeders who, like Mr. Robert Walker, who 
was of “the seventh generation of the family in Port- 
lethen,’’ (which would carry the record back to the be- 
ginning of the eighteenth century)—the Polled stock 
were designated by the term ‘‘Aberdeenshire’’, and that 
when the horned were present, the term used was Ab- 
erdeenshire Horned. It was one of the glories, indeed, 
of Aberdeenshire, that for years there were breeders 
devoted to the grand old Aberdeenshire Horned breed ; 
while in Angus, as Mr. John Dickson, author of a 
work on the Scottish live stock to which reference 
has been made, distinctly notes that the Angus then 
consisted also of Horned and Polled, just as he shows 
that the Fife included Polled as well as Horned. 
And he was living contemporaneously with these ex- 
hibitors of Aberdeenshire cattle at the Highland So- 
ciety’s shows for the name of “Mr. Dickson, Dunse”’ 
appears as an exhibitor of Aberdeenshire oxen in 
1822, he gaining third prize to Mr. Rennie’s first and 
Messrs. Bogue and Walker’s second (the latter being 
customers of Charles and William McCombie of Tilly- 
four), while he exhibited in 1828, in the same class, 
the second prize pair, one a Horned and the other a 
Polled, Mr. Wm. Smith, Dalferray, Aberdeenshire, 
being first. This Mr. Dickson of Dunse, we take to 
be the Dickson we have already quoted, and he is 
good authority on the character of the Scottish breeds. 
It is by thus assembling the various authorities we 
have been fortunate in finding during a research of 
over fifty years that we are able to bring such un- 
expected light on the historical aspects of the ques- 
tion involved. 

The first great fact established, then, by this 
“‘Chronological”’ list is that the primus animal of the 
Herd Book was sired “by an Aberdeenshire bull.”’ 
His dam is likewise given as ‘‘Old Nackets 737’ which 
we are informed by the note in the revised edition 
‘“‘was bred by the late William Walker, Portlethen.”’ 
Here we have, therefore, a definite statemnt of 
facts—showing the existence of breeders of Aberdeen- 
shire Polled stock, whose ancestry breeders had been 
“carrying on” the operation for seven generations. 
It is a misfortune that by some oversight the date of 
birth of Old Nackets was not set down with the oth- 
ers in Vol. I. of the H. B.—for had that been done 
she would have likely figured in the Chronological 
List as the prima cow; as it is she might claim that 
title. 

The following statement by Mr. George J. Walker, 
furnished 1882, appeared in the 1910 edition of the 
History, also regarding the animals at Portlethen at 
this period may be quoted: ‘‘The first known to me 
about the herd is the fact that in 1818 the bull in use 
was Colonel, a prize bull in his day, and Porty, his 
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son. At that time there appears to have been two 
distinct tribes—the Nackets, a short-legged, neat 
black animal; and the Brown Mouths, lengthy and 
colored as named. These are all gone (at least in 
the female line, we presume—A). Bulls were got, as 
far as I can see, from Mr. Robert Walker (Wester 
Fintray and Mr. Hector, Fernyflatt—that is, from 
1826 to 1836. Later they were obtained from Crathes 
(Sir Thomas Burnett, the great—A.) and from the 
produce of females from Ardestie”, ete. (see pp. 21 
272 for the continuation of the story). We weell 
commend the study of the Portlethen strains to the 
attention of breeders, for that would develop the fae 


in their minds that to this oldest of all herds, trace 


the lineage of more champions at various Periods, 
even down to the present day of champions in Ameri- 
ca, than possibly any other herd. 

Mr. H. H. Dixon, “The Druid,” visited the herd in 
1256 and records his observations in “Field and Fern,

age is impossible to state, but the name of Mr. Robert 
Walker occupies a distinguished place among the 
earliest systematic breeders, for as early as 1786, he 
kept a private herd register. This accounts for the 
fact that when the first volume of the Herd Book 
came to be published no fewer than thirty bulls and 
a hundred and seven cows appear under Mr. Walker’s 
name.” Mr. Robert Walker thus continued to breed 
Aberdeenshire Polled for the long period of 56 years, 
his death occurring in 1874. It is with peculiar pleas- 
ure that I have undertaken this excursion into the 
field of Portlethen activitiy, for the real and actual 
position of the herd should be pointed out with more 
emphasis than has ever been attempted. 

In the revised edition, a number of additional facts, 
as to the dates of calving, ete., are given. It will 
have been noted not only Mr. Dixon, and the histor- 
ians, but Mr. George J. Walker gives Colonel 145 as 
the sire of Porty 50. Now, Colonel 145 was calved in 
1818 and Porty 50, according to the revised informa- 
tion, was called in 1835. His sire is given in Vol. 
I. as Robie 17a—as we must style this particular bull, 
for there were two of the name as there were like- 
wise of Colonel. The entry of Robie 17, has under- 
gone considerabe revision, for it is stated in the re- 
vised edition that ‘‘There were two Robies at Port- 
lethen, both bred there. One which was by a bull 
named Colonel, and out of a cow called Eppie, was 
calved in 1833 and is the sire of the bull, Porty 50. 
The other (which may be designated 17b) was by 
Andrew 8, and out of Brown Mouth 665, and was 
ealved in 1849, and was sold by his breeder to Mr. 
Davidson of Inchmarlo.” The Colonel 145 given in 
this revision as the sire of Porty 50, who was calved 
in 1833, could hardly have been by the same animal 
as that described as Colonel 145 calved in 1818. It 
is, to use a phrase that pleased Dr. Ramsay, ‘curious 
to note’ that even Mr. George J. Walker, president 
of the Society and member of the editing committee 
should have confused these two animals and not 
differentiated them in the statement he made in 1882 
to the Historians which statement is repeated in the 
1910 edition. But Colonel 145 would after all have 
only been seventeen years old in 1§35, the date of the 
ealving of Porty 50; and cld Granne was 24 years 
when her first calf entered in the H. B., was calved. 

Porty’s dam, it has now to be noted, was Stoney 
672, calved 1830, and she was bred by John Davidson, 
Cairnbrogie, Aberdeenshire, and that is another card- 
inal fact for the breeders’ primer. Stoney, be it ob- 
served, also was a prize winner, taking second at the 
Highfand Society’s show at Aberdeen in 1834—in the 
first circuit of the Society. Stoney, calved in 1830, 
is the third of the Chronological List, Old Granne I, 
being the second as calved in 1824, though Old 
Nackets, had her date of birth been given (which 
it would appear could very well have been done, 
as a private register of the herd was kept from 
as far back as 1786), would have presumably held 
that place. 

“The Druid” refers to Robie as of the Rosie tribe. 
There is a Rosie 305 in the H. B., calved 1856, bred 
by Alexander Duncan, Renchall, Stonehave, Kincar- 
dineshire, whose sire was Fairfax of Kinaldie 94 
(Kinaldie being in Aberdeenshire); dam, Lady Jean 
2d 33, bred at Portlethen; she by a bull named 
Prince (his dam being a cow named Rosie, c. 1839, 
and sire Porty 50). Lady Jean 2d was the dam, note, 
of Miss Fortescue 528, calved 1852, entered by Sir 
George Macpherson Grant, Ballindalloch, though bred 
by Alexander John Kinloch of Park.
